Berlin, May 8.—Prof. K. Blrkeland, 
the Norwegian physicist, has been In 
Berlin recently for tho purpose of de­ 
m onstrating the powers of his electro­ 
m agnetic cannon before a number of 
experts in electrical artillery. 
The 
results of the dem onstrations have 
been so convincing that a firm of ar­ 
tillery manufacturers bas offered to 
buy the Invention for im mediate ex­ 
ploitation. 
provided 
Prof 
Birkeland 
will Increase the length of the piece 
used in the trials so that it will throw 
a projectile w eighing two tons a dis­ 
tance of 12 miles. 
T heoretically the 
device can throw a projectile weighing 
tw o tons a distance of 90 miles or 
even further, by sufficiently prolong­ 
ing the tube. 
The principle upon 
which the new gun acts has not been 
made public, but it is known that tho 
projectile Is expelled from an ordinary 
cast-iron tube thickly wrapped with 
copper wire. 
This tube can of course be m ale 
more cheaply than the cannon now in 
use. 
No explosive gases result irom 
the discharge of the new gun. 
Prof. 
Birkeland’s invention has stirred up 
great interest among technical observ­ 
ers. som e of whom are of the opinion 
that It signifies a greater revolution 
in fighting material than that brought 
about by the discovery of gunpowder.

“T hiiib what that means. Instead ot 
a river of water this is a river of land 
It would make a solid stream of eaytb 
five feet deep and nine feet wide, flow 
lug night and day as fast as a man cud 
walk, tour miles an hour, all sliding 
down off the northern half of tile coun-! 
try toward the sea. Year in, year out. j 
that endless line of earth goes on. It 
would take a force of more than 50,OCH., 
men working in eight hour shifts ti ; 
throw the dirt into the stream, suppos 
ing the river bed wore rigid and an in 
exhaustible supply of dirt on tHe- bank, i 
It would make 25,CKK),OOO wagou loads 
every year. 
“But here—what are the use of such 
figures? Below Vicksburg—and above 
it, too, to an extent—we have the earth 
itself to speak for it. Except for the 
occasional fragments of tin* line of 
bluffs along the eastern edge below 
here which bob up at Fort Adams, at 
Natchez, at Grand Gulf, at Baton 
Rouge, at Port Hudson, there is noth­ 
ing about the level of the high water 
river except the artificial levees. These 
are in places miles back, great earthen 
banks, sometimes thirty feet high or 
more, sodded and free from tree-; 
which protect the wonderfully fertile 
region behind them. 
“And all this level country which 
the river overflows and fertilizes is 
constantly increased oy this river of 
dirt which the Miss-Astppi brings down 
from the inner region, gathered all the 
way from the Rockies to the Allegha- 
nies. Sometime* the river starts to eat 
away this land that it has made. 
In a 
single summer, if it will, it eats away 
, half a mile of it out of some bond.

I cyts it out sometimes an acre at a 
bite and takes with it forests, houses, 
levees and all cise. 
“The river is not a uniformly moving 
stream. One side or the middle moves 
swiftly; the other parts are still ar 
sluggish. 
Sometimes even these run 
up stream. The swift part is the chan­ 
nel current and runs in the deepest sec­ 
tions. 
It makes crossings whenever 
driven off 
shore by a 
promontory. 
These crossings are dumping places 
for the surplus earth the river has 
picked up in the bend it is eating.”
